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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The preliminary amendment submitted on 1 9 September 2005 has been entered. 
Claims 12-20 have been added and accordingly claims 1-20 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 the phrases "phenyl which is unsubstituted or mono- or poly- 
substituted by halogen, nitro, OR 5 , NR 16 Ri7" and "phenyl which is unsubstituted or 
mono- or poly-substituted by d-Cealkyl,- halogen, nitro, OR 5 , NRi 6 Ri7 n are confusing as 
it appears that it requires the phenyl to be substituted with all of the recited substituents. 
Also the same holds true for the phrases "benzyl which is unsubstituted or mono- or 
poly-substituted by halogen, nitro, OR 5 , NR16R17" and "benzyl which is unsubstituted or 
mono- or poly-substituted by Ci-C 6 alkyl, halogen, nitro, OR 5 , NRi 6 Ri7"- 

In claim 2 the phrases "phenyl which is unsubstituted or mono- or poly- 
substituted by halogen, nitro, OR 5 , NR16R17" and "phenyl which is unsubstituted or 
mono- or poly-substituted by CrC 6 alkyl, halogen, nitro, OR 5 , NRi 6 Ri7" are confusing as 
it appears that it requires the phenyl to be substituted with all of the recited substituents. 
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Also the same holds true for the phrases "benzyl which is unsubstituted or mono- or 
poly-substituted by halogen, nitro, OR 5 , NR 16 Ri7" and "benzyl which is unsubstituted or 
mono- or poly-substituted by d-C 6 alkyl, halogen, nitro, OR 5) NR 16 Ri 7 ". 

In claim 5 the phrase "phenyl which is unsubstituted o mono- or poly-substituted 
by Ci-C 3 alkyl, halogen, nitro, OR 7 , N(R 7 ) 2 " is confusing as it appears that it requires the 
phenyl to be substituted with all of the recited substituents. The same holds true for the 
phrase "benzyl which is unsubstituted or mono- or poly-substituted by CrC 3 alkyl, 
halogen, nitro, OR 7 , N(R 7 ) 2 ". 

Claim 8 is confusing as written as it depends from claim 1 in 3 separate 
instances. Since line 2 of the claim recites that the claim depends from claim 1 then all 
of the limitations of claim 1 would have to be present in claim 8 and therefore it is not 
necessary to have to depend in 3 separate instances. Also the phrase "a 
•monoazoquinolone pigment of formula (1) according to claim 1" is confusing as claim 1 
does not positively recite "formula (1)". 

In claim 9 the phrase "high molecular weight material" is vague and indefinite as 
"high" is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term "high" is not 
defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the 
requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of 
the scope of the invention. 

In claim 14 the phrase "phenyl which is unsubstituted o mono- or poly-substituted 
by Ci-C 3 alkyl, halogen, nitro, OR 7 , N(R 7 )2" is confusing as it appears that it requires the 
phenyl to be substituted with all of the recited substituents. The same holds true for the 
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phrase "benzyl which is unsubstituted or mono- or poly-substituted by Qi-Caalkyl, 
halogen, nitro, OR 7 , N(R 7 ) 2 ". 

In claim 17 the phrase "phenyl which is unsubstituted o mono- or poly-substituted 
by Ci-C 3 alkyl, halogen, nitro, OR 7 , N(R 7 )2" is confusing as it appears that it requires the 
phenyl to be substituted with all of the recited substituents. The same holds true for the 
phrase "benzyl which is unsubstituted or mono- or poly-substituted by Ci-C3alkyl, 
halogen, nitro, OR 7 , N(R 7 ) 2 ". 

In claim 19 the phrase "phenyl which is unsubstituted o mono- or poly-substituted 
by d-C 3 alkyl, halogen, nitro, OR 7 , N(R 7 ) 2 " is confusing as it appears that it requires the 
phenyl to be substituted with all of the recited substituents. the same holds true for the 
phrase "benzyl which is unsubstituted or mono- or poly-substituted by d-Csalkyl, 
halogen, nitro, OR 7 , N(R 7 ) 2 ". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
